7o  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  public  water  supply  is  operated  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company,  is  satisfactory 'in  quality  and,  except  in  periods  of 
exceptional  drought,  in  quantity. 

The  water  is  no i  liable  to  Plumbo- solvent  action. 

So  far  as  can  be.  ascertained  the  houses  etc.,  can  be  divided 
up  as  follows s-

8.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Most  of  the  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  connected  to 
the  public  sewers  discharging  to  treatment  works  at  Darshill, 
but  approximately  70  properties  -  in  outlying ‘parts  of  the  area 
are  not  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system." 

The  difficulties ‘arising  from  the  discharge  of  strong  trade 
effluents  into  the  public  sewers  continued  throughout  the  year, 
but,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  pre-treatment  plant  at 
one  factory,  which  was  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  came  into 
operation.  The  pre-treatment  consists  principally  or  removallof 
a  proportion  of  suspended  solids  and  adjustment  of  the  pH  value 
together  with  balancing  of  the"rate  of  discharge  into  the  sewer. 

The  first  obvious  effect  of  pre-treatment  on  the  CounciITs  L 

disposal  works  was  a  .reduction  in  the  quantity  of  sludge  to . be 

dealt  with  but  there  is  little  change  In  the  strength  of  the 
sewage. 

Discussions  concerning  measures  to  be  adopted  to  accommodate 
trade  effluents  continued  and  two  visits  were  made  by  your 
technical  officers  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loral  Government. 
Arising  out  of  these  visits  your  Consulting  Engineer  prepared  a 
scheme  for  (a)  re-circulation  of  effluent  (b)  an  increase  in 
filter  capacity  and  (c)  increase  in  capacity  of  sedimentation 
tanks.  The  construction  works  required  for  (a)  were  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  .

10.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  existing  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
household  and  trade  refuse  have  been  continued.  A  weekly  collection 
is  made  at  all  premises  in  the  District 9  this  work  is  carried  out 
by  Direct  „ Labour ,  a  Ford^Thames  model  12  cubic  yard  covered  refuse 
collection  vehicle  with  hydraulic  tipping  being  used;  and  a'  3-ton 
Bedford  model  is  on  hire  to  the  Council  when  necessary* 

As  regards  trade  refuse 5  the  Council  make  a  charge,  in  normal 
cases ,  on  the  basis  of  %  of  the  rateable  value  of  the  trade 
premises  and  for  this  payment  collect'  trade  refuse  on  two  days  per 
week  and  on  request.  In  the  case  of  a  large  shoe  factory,  special 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  their 
trade  refuse,  the  actual  cost  being  recovered  from  the  occupiers 

of  the  premises.  :  . -•  ;V--  -  ,  a  . 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the 
controlled  system  at  a  disused  quarry  at  Winsor  Hill,  Downside, 
Shepton  Mallet;  except  that  some  trade  refuse  and  waste  paper  are 
incinerated  at  the  tip.  .  ' 

The  collection  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the  year. 

A.s,  additional  areas  of  the  district  become  developed  it  is 
evident  that: the  service  is  rapidly  reaching  its  maximum  capacity 
with  the.  existing  vehicle.  The  greatly  increased  use  of  pre-packed 
'foods.,  together  with  improved  designs  of  solid  fuel  burning 
appliances'  and  the  increasing  use  of  gas  and  electricity  for 
cooking  has  resulted  in  a  significant  change  in  the  character  of 
refuse  collected  in-as~much  as  there  is  now  greater  bulk  with  less 
weight.  These  factors  had  been  foreseen  many  years  ago. by  the 
vehicle  manufacturers  who  introduced  compression  plates  into  the 
refuse  collection  bodies  by  which  means  vehicles  can  be  loaded 
almost  to  their  weight  capacity  as  opposed  to  their  cubic  capacity 
with  a  much  reduced  weight  and  the  necessity  for  an  increased 
number  of  journeys  to  the  tip.
